Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen  : 

X  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1955. 

In  general  the  health  of  the  people  in  comparison  with  last 
year  remains  good  with  one  or  two  exceptions  notably  the  in¬ 
creased  incidence  of  and  death  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Vas¬ 
cular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the 
decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  which 
brings  the  Infant  Death  Rate  very  much  nearer  that  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  356  live  births  (192  male  and  164  female)  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  year  as  against  338  for  the  year  1954.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  19.86  per  1,000  population  in  contrast  to  the  National 
Rate  of  15.00  and  indicates  a  steady  yearly  increase  in  the  Birth 
Rate  since  1952  when  the  total  number  of  births  recorded  was  288 
in  an  estimated  population  of  17,480.  There  are  21  illegitimate 
births  included  in  the  total  of  256  as  compared  with  14  for  last 
year  and  8  for  1953.  The  number  of  Still-births  was  reduced  from 
11  in  1954  to  5  in  1955  which  shows  a  rate  of  13.84  per  1,000  (live 
and  still)  births  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  23.2, 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  189  of  which  112 
were  male  and  77  female.  This  is  equal  to  a  crude  death  rate  of 
10.55  per  1,000  population  and  although  showing  an  increase  over 
1954  when  the  rate  was  9.4  is  still  below  11.7  which  is  that  given 
for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 
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The  chief  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease  53,  cancer  36  (an 
increase  of  10  deaths  over  1954)  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nerv¬ 
ous  system  31.  Of  the  deaths  attributed  to ‘'cancer,  nine  (all  males) 
were  due  to  a  new  growth  in  the  lungs.  This  is  an  increase  of  5 
over  the  figure  for  1954.  In  England  and  Wales  during  the  same 
period  17,000  people  died  from  this  complaint  giving  a  death  rate 
for  men  of  69  per  100,000  and  for  women  10  per  100,000.  Whether 
the  alarming  National  increase  in  the  incidence  of  cancer  of  the 
lung  over  the  past  40  or  50  years  is  due  to  tobacco  smoking  or 
atmospheric  pollution  or  a  mixture  of  both  has  not  yet  been 
proved  conclusively,  but,  there  is,  I  think,  ample  evidence  that  a 
definite  connection  between  excessive  cigarette  smoking  and  the 
condition  does  exist. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
was  10  (7  legitimate  and  3  illegitimate)  thus  lowering  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  from  50.3  per  1,000  live  births  in  1954  to  28.09  in 
1955.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  24.9  which  was  also  a 
decrease  on  the  previous  year.  A  study  of  the  figures  in  the  table 
on  page  13  will  show  that  whilst  the  National  Infant  death  rate 
declined  steadily  each  year  since  1946  the  rate  for  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  tended  to  remain  comparatively  high  with  the  exception  of 
the  year  1949.  Consequently  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am 
able  to  report  a  very  marked  reduction  in  the  rate  for  your  dis¬ 
trict  during  1955.  Although  this  gives  cause  for  satisfaction  it  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  the  downward  trend  will  prevail  but  it 
is  our  aim  to  keep  it  as  near  the  National  level  as  possible. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  factory  which  can  be  placed  in  the  above  category  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  district  some  41  years  ago  on  a  site  which  was  then, 
presumably,  sufficiently  far  away  from  the  town  so  as  not  to  give 
rise  to  controversy.  In  the  course  of  development  during  the  years 
since  then  more  and  more  houses  have  been  erected  by  private 
contractors  with  the  result  that  the  area  in  question  has  now  be¬ 
come  largely  inhabited,  houses  surrounding  the  factory  on  three 
sides.  Numerous  complaints  from  residents  about  the  obnoxious 
odours  emanating  from  the  factory  were  lodged  from  time  to  time 
and  matters  came  to  a  head  when  in  the  extremely  hot  months  of 
July  and  August  these  smells  became  particularly  evident. 
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.  .  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  visited  several  large 
similar  establishments  and  found  that  they  were  having  much  the 
same  difficulty  during  the  hot  spell.  We  did,  however,  obtain  much 
useful  information  on  the  action  they  had  taken  in  an  attempt 
to  reduce  the  nuisance  and  this  we  passed  on  to  the  firm  concerned. 
Since  then  there  is  a  decided  improvement  but  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  the  very  name  of  the  trade  implies  that  some  nuisance  is 
bound  to  exist  whatever  the  weather  is  like  or  whatever  antidote 
is  used.  I  would  like  to  record  the  unreserved  co-operation  received 
from  the  directors  of  the  firm  in  carrying  out  the  suggestions  put  for¬ 
ward  by  the  Health  Department  and  I  am  more  than  optimistic 
that  when  the  new  equipment  is  finally  installed  that  the  remain¬ 
ing  nuisance  will  be  the  lowest  possible  minimum. 

Another  business  premises  which  is  situated  in  the  East  Ward 
but  does  not  strictly  come  uuder  the  above  category  is  also  caus¬ 
ing  periodic  nuisance  to  residents  in  the  area.  The  nuisance  is 
due  to  the  incomplete  combustion  of  gases  produced  during  the 
processing  with  which  the  firm  is  concerned.  Experiments  with  a 
view  to  eliminating  these  noxious  gases  from  the  atmosphere  are 
being  carried  out  and  the  factory  is  under  constant  supervision  of 
the  Heath  Department. 


SURGERIES  FOR  GENERAL  PRACTITIONERS. 

As  a  result  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  housing  pro¬ 
gramme  the  population,  formerly  largely  concentrated  centrally  and 
occupying  for  the  most  part  unhygienic  and  out-of-date  housing, 
came  to  reside  in  the  modern  houses  provided  by  the  Council  on 
t  e  various  estates.  Though  most  of  the  estates  have  shopping 
centres  and  other  facilities  there  was  no  provision  made  for  pre¬ 
mises  at  which  the  local  medical  practitioners  could  attend  to  their 
patients  needs.  This  gave  rise  to  a  lot  of  inconvenience  and  accor- 
dmgly  after  discussion .  between  the  Clerk  to  the  Nottingham 
City  Executive  Council  of  the  National  Health  Service 
the  local  general  practitioners  and  the  Urban  Council  it  was  de- 
ci  e  to  provide  two  suites  of  surgeries  each  comprising  comfort¬ 
able  waiting  rooms,  doctor’s  consulting  rooms  and  examination 
rooms  together  with  toilet  accommodation. 


The  Building  was  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1954  and  was 
ready  for  occupation  in  October,  1955. 
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The  opening  ceremony  which  was  performed  by  Councillor 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Stirland,  Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee  was 
attended  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.  Hudson  and 
many  members  and  officials  together  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  representatives  of  the  local  doctors,  police  and  other 
public  bodies.  In  the  course  of  her  address,  Mrs.  Stirland  said  that 
‘The  provision  of  modern  Medical  Practitioners’  surgeries  would 
not  only  be  a  convenience  but  a  necessity  to  the  members  of  the 
public  living  on  the  estate  and  the  adjacent  area”  I  feel  sure”  she 
continued  “that  the  Council’s  foresight  and  initiative  will  prove  of 
benefit  to  all  concerned  and  will  help  considerably  towards  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  more  efficient  and  congenial  medical  services  within  the 
Urban  District”. 

I  should  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Senior  and  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjuction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  details  of  this  work,  together  with  observa¬ 
tions,  are  set  out  in  statistical  form  in  the  following  pages. 

All  the  many  varied  branches  of  the  work  have  received  atten¬ 
tion  and  as  a  result  of  these  activities  over  a  number  of  years,  a 
sufficient  and  pure  water  supply,  pure  and  wholesome  food  and 
good  sanitation  have  come  to  be  taken  for  granted.  In  this  respect 
it  is  only  by  considerable  duty  periods  outside  normal  working 
hours  that  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  a  100  per  cent,  meat 
inspection  service. 

The  warm  and  dry  summer  of  1955,  while  most  welcome,  pro¬ 
vided  ideal  conditions  for  the  breeding  of  flies  mnd  crickets,  and 
these  insects  were  prolific  in  parts  of  the  district.  Every  effort  wras 
made  to  control  these  pests  and  large  scale  spraying  operations 
were  carried  out  at  a  colliery  spoil  heap  and  refuse  tips.  The  warm 
weather  also  increased  the  problem  of  controlling  noxious  odours 
at  a  local  factory  and  this  caused  much  concern  to  officials  and  the 
public.  There  was  no  immediate  solution  but  action  taken  resulted 
in  a  marked  improvement  and  further  means  of  reducing  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  a  recurrence  of  this  trouble  are  still  being  investigated. 

Public  cleansing  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  health  services,  quietly  efficient  until  shortage  of  staff  and 
hard  weather  conditions  upset  its  clockwork  regularity.  One  such 
period  occurred  in  November  and  December  when  for  a  period  of 
five  successive  weeks  a  total  of  105  man  hours  per  week  was  lost 
through  these  causes  and  it  was  only  by  the  strenuous  effortsj-of  the 
workmen  that  collection  was  brought  quickly  back  to  normal. 

In  conclusion  1  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  "of  your  con¬ 
tinued  support  and  thank  the  staff  of  Jthe  Department  for  their 
efficient  work.  I  also  acknowledge  the  help  and  advice  so  willingly 
given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  Chief  Officers.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  252  compared  with  206  in  1954.  The  difference  was  for 
the  most  part  due  to  the  increased  prevalence  of  measles  and 
scarlet  fever. 

Poliomyelitis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  reported  through¬ 
out  the  county  and  indeed,  throughout  the  country  during  the 
year  was  the  highest  since  1949.  In  spite  of  this  we  were  in  the 
fortunate  position  of  not  having  any  cases,  suspected  or  otherwise, 
notified  in  the  Urban  District. 

Measles. 

The  epidemic  which  began  towards  the  end  of  1954  continued 
right  up  until  July.  In  all  there  were  176  cases  notified  and  these 
were  fairly  equally  distributed  over  the  three  wards.  The  children 
affected  were  mostly  those  under  seven  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

31  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  15  males  and  16  females,  ages  rang¬ 
ing  from  one  to  30  years  were  notified.  11  of  these  were  admitted 
to  Hospital.  As  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  of  the  mild  variety 
the  tendency  now  is  to  treat  and  nurse  these  patients  at  home 
provided  that  facilities  for  so  doing  are  thought  to  be  adequate. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  were  26,  one  more  than  last  year.  14  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  the  East  Ward.  It  is  well  known  that  whooping  cough 
can  be  a  very  serious  disease,  especially  in  those  under  two  years  of 
age  when  it  can  easily  prove  fatal  or  lead  to  chronic  ill-health.  Com¬ 
bined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Prophylactic  inoculation 
was  introduced  in  October  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents  will  avail 
themselves  of  these  facilities  provided  for  the  protection  of  their 
children. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

11  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  non-pul- 
monary  were  notified  for  the  first  time.  This  is  a  decrease  of  4 
compared  with  last  year  and  of  9  compared  with  the  year  1953.  A

study  of  the  tables  on  page  14  will  show  that  5  males  and  6 
females  were  affected  with  ages  ranging  from  4$  years  to  75.  The 
two  youngest  girls  had  an  involvement  of  the  glands  at  the  root 
of  the  lung  which  is  not  considered  infectious  and  recovery  is 
usually  complete. 

A  teacher  who  resides  outside  the  district  but  who  is  employed 
locally  was  found  to  have  contacted  respiratory  tuberculosis.  As  a 
precautionary  measure  it  was  considered  advisable  to  have  suit¬ 
ably  selected  pupils  from  the  school  sent  for  investigation.  These 
pupils  were  conveyed  to  the  nearest  mobile  X-Ray  unit  and  after 
three  periodic  chest  X-Rays  were  regarded  as  being  free  from  any 
infection  of  the  lung. 

One  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  two  as  a  result 
of  tuberculosis  disease  of  other  organs  were  reported.  A  glance  at 
the  table  on  page  14  shows  that  although  notification  of  fresh  in¬ 
fection  tends  to  oscilate,  the  death  rate  shows  a  steady  decline 
year  bv  year.  This  applies  to  the  Urban  District,  the  smaller  towns 
and  to  the  country  in  general. 

The  number  of  cases  of  all  forms  of  the  disease  known  to  this 
authority  on  1st  January,  1955  together  with  details  of  notified 
fresh  cases,  deaths  and  transfers  during  the  year  and  the  state  of 
our  register  on  31st  December,  1955  is  given  in  the  table  below.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

The  last  year  in  which  Diphtheria  occured  in  the  district  was 
1951  when  two  cases  were  notified.  In  the  present  year  a  young 
girl  of  eleven  was  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital  as  a  possible 

ease  of  Diphtheria,  [mediate  precautions  were  taken  and  all  con¬ 
tacts  were  put  under  surveillance.  Fortunately  the  diagnosis  was 
not  substantiated  and  the  disease  turned  out  to  be  \  incents  An¬ 
gina.  During  the  period  following  the  girl's  admission  numerous 
requests  were  made  too>  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised. 
It  is  a  pitv  that  some  such  occurrence  or  other  must  take  place 
before  some  parents  will  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered 
bv  the  Health  Authority.  The  remarkable  reduction  m  the  mci- 
denceof  this  disease,  as  the  table  below  will  show  is  entirely  due 
to  immunisation.  It  is  estimated  that  a  minimum  of  75  per  cent 
of  the  child  population  must  be  immunised  if  the  greatly  reduced 
prevalence  of  Diphtheria  is  to  be  maintained.  The  percentage  ot 
children  in  the  Urban  District,  not  immunised,  leaves  a  lot  to 

be  desired.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Health  Department  using  Ford 
Thames  7  cubic  yard  skR  loading  refuse  collection  vehicles,  the 
area  is  divided  into  three  rounds  and  for  a  number  of  years  the 
increased  calls  necessitated  by  the  continued  expansion  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  have  been  met  by  existing  staff,  saturation  point  has  now 
been  reached  and  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  change  over  to 
larger  capacity  vehicles,  one  of  which  has  been  ordered,  is  welcomed 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Sill’s  Quary* 
Vale  Road  and  again  trespass  by  unauthorised  persons  disturbing 
and  sorting  over  the  tipped  refuse  caused  considerable  damage, 
tires  caused  bv  these  trespassers  made  it  necessary  to  abandon  this 
tip  for  a  period  and  an  alternative  site  had  to  be  used  for  2  months. 


Prosecutions  during  the  past  few  years  have  resulted  in  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  adults  trespassing  on  the  tip 
and  it  was  only  necessary  to  take  proceedings  against  one  adult 
who  was  fmed*£2  plus  £2-2-0  costs,  it  is  regretted  that  children 
and  youths  are  now  the  main  culprits  and  it  was  necessary  to  take 
proceedings  against  two  juveniles  who  were  each  fined  10s.

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the 
District,  this  service  is  free  to  the  occupiers  of  residential  property 
and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  “Grant’*  a  charge  to 
cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made  in  respect  of 
business  premises  and  agricultural  property. 

The  occupier  of  any  land  or  premises  must  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Council  when  he  becomes  aware  that  rats  or  mice 
are  present  “in  substantial  numbers'5.  The  co-operation  of  the 
public  in  giving  notice  of  very  minor  infestations  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Department  as  this  enables  prompt  and  efficient 
treatment  to  be  carried  out  before  any  serious  infestation  develops

The  Annual  Sewer  treatment  which  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food  iusist  upon  as  a  condition  of  “Grant55 
was  carried  out  at  the  Forest  Town  system  only,  exemption  being 
granted  for  the  three  systems  serving  Mansfield  Woodhouse,  eight 
manholes  found  to  be  infested  were  poison  baited. 


The  chief  cause  of  infestation  of  sewers  on  new  housing  estates 
is  due  to  the  careless  habits  of  workmen  in  disposing  of  waste  food 
this  encourages  rats  in  the  first  instance,  the  practice  of  proving* 
sewers  and  drains  before  housing  development  with  f  effectively 
sealing  the  drain  openings  allows  easy  access  to  well-constructed 
“rat-runs.55

This  part  of  the  Council’s  work  increases  in  scope  and  variety 
year  by  year  and  with  the  post-war  development  of  insecticides  it 
is  possible,  with  one  exception,  to  give  a  satisfactory  treatment  for 
all  types  of  infestations.  The  exception  is  that  of  the  common  ant 
which  because  of  the  inaccessibility  of  the  queen  always  proves 
difficult  to  tackle  and  efforts  have  to  be  directed  to  keeping  the 
infestation  under  control,  fortunately  this  insect  pest  does  not 
convey  disease  nor  is  it  obnoxious. 

A  series  of  detailed  instructions  for  dealing  with  the  several 
different  species  of  vermin  and  insects  have  been  prepared  and 
these  are  greatly  appreciated  bv  those  members  of  the  public  who 
prefer  to  take  the  necessary  action  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  frequent  treatments  were  carried  out 
at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies 
and  crickets. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  * 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken. 
During  the  year  three  sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  were 
under  observation  as  follows — 

1  —  Smoke  emissions  from  a  colliery  smoke  stack  where  emissions 
are  are  due  to  several  contributing  factors,  the  main  one  be¬ 
ing  the  burning  of  “unsaleable”  fuel  on  furnaces  not  designed 
for  this  type  of  fuel.  A  proposed  reconstruction  of  the  pit  top 
together  with  a  need  for  less  steam  will  help  to  solve  this 
problem. 

2.  — The  dissemination  of  dust  and  grit  into  the  atmosphere  from 

a  colliery  spoil  heap  and  belt  conveyor  system  was  less  and 
the  extension  of  the  discharge  point  further  away  from  the 
built-up  area  has  resulted  in  further  improvement  due  to  the 
heavier  particles  falling  well  outside  the  built-up  area. 

3.  The  discharge  of  unburnt  producer  gas  into  the  atmosphere 

during  the  manufacture  of  smokeless  fuel.  Investigations  of 
alternative  methods  of  dealing  with  waste  gas  are  still  being 
carried  out  and  the  Council  would  welcome  further  industries 
in  this  vicinity  which  are  able  to  use  this  waste  heat. 

SHOP  ACT  1950. 

Inspections  of  shops  under  this  Act  are  concerned  with  the 
health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers  and  attention  is  paid  to  heat¬ 
ing,  lighting,  ventilation  and  provision  of  washing  facilities  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  Inspctions  are  carried  out  at  the  same 
time  as  visits  for  other  purposes. 

No  contraventions  were  observed. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936 :  CAMPING  SITES, 
AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 
There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district  but  the 
small  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  solve  their  housing  difficul¬ 
ties  by  living  in  moveable  dwellings  apply  to  the  Council  for  a 
licence  authorising  these  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  individual 
sites  and  these  applications  are  dealt  with  according  to  the 
circumstances  applicable  in  each  case. 

The  following  four  applications  were  dealt  with  — 

1  Licence  renewed  for  twelve  months. 

2  Licences  granted  for  twelvemonths  each. 

I  Licence  granted  for  four  months. 

From  time  to  time  itinerent  van  dwellers  who  are  dealers  in 
scrap  and  junk  visit  the  district,  these  people  leave  behind  them  a 
trail  of  litter  and  unwanted  junk  and  by  their  own  actions  leave 
the  Council  no  alternative  but  to  move  them  on  as  soon  as  their 
presence  is  discovered,  during  the  year  8  such  vans  on  2  sites  were 
dealt  with. 

Inspections  were  made  of  living  vans  and  sites  occupied  by 
bona-fide  travelling  showmen  and  conditions  were  always  found 
to  be  most  satisfactory.

The  remaining  tripe  boiler  has  now  ceased  business  and  the 
Council  have  not  renewed  their  consent  to  the  continuance  of  the 
trade  of  blood  drier  at  one  establishment. 

One  offensive  trades  factory  in  the  District  was  inspected 
frequently,  weekly  or  daily  visits  being  made  as  required,  unfortu¬ 
nately  the  warm,  dry  summer  resulted  in  the  emission  of  noxious 
smells  which  could  not  be  immediately  controlled  because  of  manu- 
factur’s  delay  in  supplying  special  equipment.  The  firm  were  fully 
co-operative  in  their  willingness  to  carry  out  all  suggestions  made 
by  the  Council,  and  some  immediate  improvement  was  obtained 
pending  the  delivery  of  the  special  equipment. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1954 

This  Act  amends  the  1933  Act  provisions  with  regard  to  the 
issue  of  licences  and  any  licence  is  required  to  specify 

(a)  the  kinds  of  animals  which  may  be  slaughtered  or  re- 
stunned  by  the  holder  and 

(b)  the  types  of  instrument  which  may  be  used  by  him  for 
that  purpose. 

The  Council  resolved  not  to  issue  any  licences  for  the  slaughter 
of  horses  and  specified  the  use  of  a  mechanically  operated  captive 
bolt  type  slaughtering  instrument  for  all  animals  with  the  alter¬ 
native  of  an  electrically  operated  stunner  for  pigs  and  sheep.

In  addition  to  the  above  57  samples  of  milk  were  obtained 
by  the  County  Council  Inspectors  and  tested  by  them  using 
the  Gerber  Te^t, -these  were  all  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  sample  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  reported  as  sub-stan¬ 
dard  was  47.2  per  cent  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 

This  sample  was  obtained  from  a  small  general  shop¬ 
keeper,  this  substance  is  extremely  unstable  and  rapidly  loses 

strength  if  dispensed  in  small  quantities  from  bulk.  Its  sale 
by  shopkeepers  other  than  chemists  (except  perhaps  in  small 
bottles  sealed  by  the  manufacturers)  is  to  be  discouraged. 
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ICE  CREAM. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Samples. 

During  the  year  16  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  where  they  were  submitted 
to  this  form  of  methylene  blue  test  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  these  tests.

I  his  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 
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WATER  ICES. 

This  term  covers  frozen  confections  mainly  consisting  of  water, 
with  the  addition  of  fruit  juice,  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  which  are  sold  under  a  variety  of  trade  names,  since  water  is 
the  main  ingredient  for  most  of  these  they  are  now  subject  to  a 
bacteriological  examination  similar  to  that  applied  to  the  public 
water  supply,  and  are  expected  to  attain  the  same  high  standard 
of  bacterial  purity. 

During  the  year  10  samples  of  water  ice  were  sent  to  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table  gives 
the  results  of  these  tests.
